For several days 
past we have received by wire intelligence 
which goes to show that the conspiracy or

generally, On the Ist inst. fires, believed 
te Lave Leen the work of incendiaries, were 
reporte I from Tientsin ; it wasaextannounced 
that the Pacting-fu refugees were on their 
way to Tientsin, but seven wero missing j;and 
onthe Sid inst it was stated that twenty-three 
Belgians had arrived in Tientsin wounded, 
after awful sufferings on the way. Next, un: 
der date of the Sth inst., we learn that moze 
troops were Leing landed at Tientsin and the 
residents are, nll armed ; the railway service 
to Peking was irregular; the missions at 


Pacting-fu were in great danger; and the! 


” deaths of Messrs.-Ronixsox and Nogwan, 
of the Church’ of England Mission at-Yung- 
‘ching had been confirmed. Yesterday a nie3- 
sage from Skanghui, elsewhere published, an- 
nounced that all intarcowrse between Tien- 
isin mid tae capital has beén stopped sitice 
the 5th ifist., and that 600 European troops 
with six guns have atrived in Tientsin, whéle 
a Legation telegram last night brought news 
ofthe landing of nearly J)009-men. Pre-
